Dodd at testimonial dinners 
rests largely on “ the intent of 
the donors.” 
Dirksen, 
the 
Senate 
Re­ 
publican leader, t h u s dis­ 
agreed 
in 
part with 
Sen. 
J ohn J . Williams, R-Del., who 
said that ail money receiv ed 
from such dinners and not 
used for campaign purposes 
is tax able. 
Dodd, a Connecticut Dem­ 
ocrat, 
collected 
somewhere 
between $100,000 and $200,000 
from three Connecticut din­ 
ners in 1961,19 63 and 1965. As­ 
sociates said it was used for 
personal purposes and was 
not tax able because it rep­ 
resented gifts to him. There is 
dispute ov er whether the din­ 
ners were to raise campaign 
funds or to aid Dodd’s per­ 
sonal finances. 
Not Passing J udgment 
Although he said he is no 
passing judgment on the Dod< 
case, Dirksen said he sticks 
by his contention made during 
the 1965 trial of GOP former 
Gov . William G. Stratton in 
Illinois that the tax ing of con 
tributions depends on “ do­ 
nativ e intent.” 
“ It seems to me it is a mat­ 
ter of the intent of the donors 
when they put up the money 
and of the relation of its ex ­ 
penditure to the office the 
man holds,” Dirksen said. 
Sen. Eugene J . McCarthy , 
D-Minn., said in a separate in­ 
terv iew that the Senate Ethics 
Committee, of which he is a 
member, is going to hire a 
lawy er to look into this and 
other technical matters. 
“ We hav en’t got into any 
such matters y et, but I think 
we will hav e to,” McCarthy 
said. 
Dirksen recalled that in 1944 
he had obtained a ruling from 
the Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
that “ if no interdiction has 
been placed (by donors) on 
their ex penditure” campaign 
contributions could be spent 
“ in any way I saw fit, and, if 
they were contributions, they 


would not be t a x a b l e as 
such.” 
Wide Latitude 
He added there is wide lat­ 
itude in the use of such funds. 
“ They can be used to es­ 
tablish good will for the can­ 
didate, to pay for radio and 
telev ision appearances, to trav ­ 
el to make speeches,” he said. 
‘But all of these activ ities 
must hav e a relation to the 
political purpose for w h i c h 
they are contributed.” 
Dirksen was the star de­ 
fense witness at a trial in 
which Stratton was acquitted 
of federal income tax ev asion 
on March 11, 1965, in U.S. 
District Court in Chicago. 
The gov ernment contended 
that Stratton had receiv ed 
$8 3,069 in contributions dur­ 
ing his second term as gov ­ 
ernor, from 1957 to 1960, and 
that he owed $40,946 in trx es. 
Witnesses s ai d Stratton, 
whose gov ernor’s salary was 
$25,000 a y ear, bought o i l 
portraits of himself and wife, 
sent one of his two daughters 
on a European trip, purchased 
household furniture, bought 
his daughter a horse, built a 
$50,000 summer lodge, kept up 
a house boat and renov ated 
his mother’s home. 
Dirksen said the case wasn’t 
necessarily 
in l i n e 
with 
Dodd’s. He noted that Strat­ 
ton had held state cabinet 
meetings on the houseboat, 
political meetings at the lodge 
and had ex traordinary ex pen­ 
ditures to maintain his posi­ 
tion as chairman of the Na­ 
tional Gov ernors’ Conference, 
No Parallels 
The Republican leader de­ 
clined to draw any parallels 
with the 1952 ex pense fund of 
$18 ,000 raised for former v ice 
president Richard M. Nix on, 
then a senator. 
Nix on said in a broadcast 
after disclosure of the fund 
that an audit showed he had 
no personal gain from the 
fund, that it had been used to 
help defray his senatorial ex ­ 
penses. He cited a legal opin­ 
ion that it didn’t constitute 
contributions “ either report- 
able or tax able as income.”

The program was suggested 


to the singer-actor in Holly- 
wood, and he agreed to try it. 


When the family came to

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Don't Try Too Hard 


The Where 
.And What

The latest issue of Newsweek maga- 


zine has pop on its cover. Inside, four pages 
are devoted to "The Story of Pop-What 
it is and How it Came To Be." There is 
hardly anybody who can say he is not aware 
of pop as it has Invaded the fields of enter- 
tainment, art. fashions, advertising and 
many others to which any living person, of 
necessity, must be exposed now and then. 
It is easy to understand why you 


wouldn't want to be exposed to pop on pur- 
pose but you ccn't get 
totally away from it 
Perhaps the best piece 
of advice is jot to try 
too hard to understand 


whaEpop Is and not to break your back 
fighting it When the whole Newsweek story 
has been digested, you return to the story 
headline to ponder its validity. Does the 
story really tell you what pop is and where 
it came from? The story states that pop, 
Is "a fad, it's a trend. It's a way of life. 
It's pop ... 
"Lawrence Alloway, 39, curator of New 


York's Guggenheim Museum and the man 
who coined the term 'pop,' provides the ba- 
sic'definition: 'An affectionate way of re- 
ferring to mass culture, the whole man- 
made environment. I wanted to remove the 
snobbishness in art,' be explains, 'to stress 
that even an ad could be art—entertainment 
art—because it was real. It was there.' 
And Britain's Jonathan Miller ("Beyond the 
Fringe") adds another dimension. 'A great 
way of being new,' he says, Ms to return to 
the old.' 
•#In short, pop is what's happening. 


As Newsweek's Peter Benchley writes about 
it here, it's anything that is imaginative, 
non-serious, rebellious, new, or nostalgic; 
anything, basically, fun." That, supposedly, 
takes care of the definition. 


* 
As for the meaning in pop, Newsweek 


writes in part: "The anti-establishment, 
anti-tradition, anti-formal attitude of pop 
artists put a dent in the stability of society, 
but Ihc major crack was made by anolher 
pop phenomenon: comic books. Not only is 
it permissible for adults to read pulp comics, 
it is a sociological necessity." Further along, 
Newsweek treats us to this Insight: "Good 
or bad. the important question is, why pop? 
Why 
the 
nostalgic preoccupation with 


comics, with trivia, with 1930s movies? Ccr- 
tainly there is an elemcnl of escapism from 
a complex, computerized, nuclearizod world 
. . . Many people, it seems, have seen the 
future — and prefer the past.. ." 


That seems to make pop just about any. 


thing you want it to be which, perhaps, is 
the best explanation yet of Its success.

Many people might rejoice over a situa- 
tion In which their every thought became a 
command. You want a new car and, presto, 
there it is! A two-story colonial home is 
your dream and, voom, there it 1s! Or 
maybe you have always wanted a trip to 
Europe. Just give It a thought and you find 
yourself ID the heart of London or Paris. 
This seems, In a sense, to be the way It 
Is In the world of pop. There are no hard 
and fast rules to go by, no prohibitions to 
be observed, no standards to be met and 
no fear of failure. In pop you can't fall be- 
cause who knows what it is? It is what- 
ever you- think it Is or want it to be. What 
Is pop for you may be pop for millions of 
vothers or Just for you alone and it makes 
• no difference. You are your own judge and 


Jury and account to no one or nothing. 


It would seem that the development 


has to be an escape of some kind from 
something. Its play upon trivia and its 
strong links with the past do demonstrate 
at least a degree of disagreement with the 
present. Its non-conformity represents a dis- 
satisfaction with the-norms of the current 
social order. 


Nostalgia ai an explanation of the at- 


titude of adults toward pop emphasis on the 
past seems acceptable but It doesn't ex- 
' plain the youthful attitudes of the same 


kind. Those In their teens and twenties, for 
Instance, could hardly have any nostalgia 
over a 1930s movie or comic books of that 
time and earlier. 


While it is difficult to see anything of 


substance in the pop movement, it is viewed 


by many of its advo- 
cates as a firm reality 
in comparison with the 
many abstractions of 
the day. It is true that 


there isn't much really phony about the 
pop movement. Its serious aspects are often 
so exaggerated as to become comedy, Bat- 
man being the prime example. The old 
movies are totally oul of character with our 
times, leaving little room for the current 
generation's gaining much of anything of 
real value from them. The acting, story and 
production of such movies seem lo be of 
little. If any, importance. 


The development of pop just defies an 


all-inclusi\,« explanation and any total un- 
derstanding. Despite ils current popularity 
and the fortunes it has built, its permanen- 
cy is questionable. It could be argued that 
it has assets to recommend its permanency 
but one wonders if it doesn't represent a 
delusion that, in passing, would do no harm 
but which over an extended period of time 
could have serious consequences. 


Serious And 


Comic 


It is almost in the category of a popular 


sport to attack the government for the di- 
versification of ils interests. The govern- 
ment, it is often noted, should stay out of the 
lives of the citizens and not meddle In the 
affairs of business and industry'. 


The point is, however, that the govern- 


ment is generally acting at the direction of 
Its citizens. At a New York automobile 
show, a group of doctors organized as the 
"Physicians for Automotive Safety" picket- 
ed in behalf of government controls over 
auto safety. 


The groups reported that it wants "to 


bring relief from the major environmental 
health hazard of our time" and to do so 
through federal legislation. We wonder it 
the same doctors approved when the fed- 
eral government adopted Medicare. 


At a hearing late last week in Iowa, 


many farm groups urged government con- 
trols apainst major meat packers engag- 
ing in the feeding of cattle. It was an ap-

proach hailed as the only salvation of the 
family farm. Packers, it seems, are using 
"their own feeders to regulate supply and, 
thereby, control prices. 


In both the above cases, federal action 


may be an answer but it should be recog- 
nized that the incentive for action comes 
from outside the ranks of government. More 
sympathy can be generated for control of 
packers than for federal auto safety stan- 
dards. The latter, we fear, would some day 
turn into bureaucratic controls over the 
auto industry that would go far beyond 
safety and reasons, costing the American 
people a handsome sum of money every 
time a car was purchased. 


The one thing the federal government 


would lack in the matter of new car con- 
struction is any cost restraint due to mer- 
chandising influences. When it doesn't have 
to sell a car, it isn't apt to worry about its 
production costs. 


A New Menace 


For some lime now psychologists have 


used a drug called LSD. They have used 
it with a great deal of care and only spar- 
ingly. It induces hallucinations in an expan- 
sion of consciousness. Scientifically it can 
be a help in the treatment of the emotion- 
ally maladjusted. 


A chemist would call the drug d-Iyserg- 


lc acid diethylamide. They say It is easy to 
make. At any rate this drug has escaped 
from restrained scientific hands. One re- 
sult, a little girl unwittingly ate a cube of 
sugar which had been treated with one 
drop of LSD. She died shortly in a wild 
mental state. A student who had been tak- 
ing medical courses went on a three day 
LSD binge. When it was over he was In jail 
for killing his mother-in-law. He says ha 
was unaware of what had gone on.

atoms.

Avogadro 
guessed 
that 


pure elements rarely exist as 
such in nature. That is, 
masses of single atoms rare- 
ly exist. Instead, they exist 
in molecular combinations. 


In the case of water, he 


found that one atom of oxy- 
gen would combine with two 
atoms of hydrogen to £ o r m 
water. Hence, the familiar 
H20. 


When. the weight of these 


atoms was compared, it was 
found that oxygen was 16 
times heavier than hydro- 
gen. Since hydrogen is t h e 
lightest known element, it 
was given the atomic weight 
of 1. Oxygen and other ele- 
ments were assigned weights 
in relation to that of hydro- 


gen. Thus oxygen's atomic 
weight is 16. 


It was Avogadro who in- 


troduced this concept of the 
basic molecule. He and Dai- 
ton worked with gases.

The word molecule, taken 


from the Latin word f o r 
mass, is defined in chemis- 
try and physics as the small- 
est part of a substance that 
can exist independently as a 
gas.

Three R's Still Keys To Education

A child who fails to mas- 


tef any one of the 3 R's may 
do badly in all subjects as a 
result. 


It is often just one area 


that needs bolstering. An ex- 
ample of the problems faced 
by pupils and parents in this 
respect follows: 


A reader reorts that her 


10-year-old has never shown 
any great interest in learn- 
ing. His only Interests are 
playing, sports, hunting; in 
short, having fun. 


His parents were divorced 


just as he was starting 
school, which may have had 
some effect on his getting 
off to a poor start. I.Q. tests 
show him to be above aver- 
age in intelligence. 


At the beginning of the 


fifth grade, his mother re- 
married and she reports that 
home life is now congenial 
and happy for all involved, 
including the boy. 


However, even with a hap- 


pier home life, he shows still 
less Interest In learning. The 
school psychologist suggest- 


ed the mother leave his study 
habits up to him. She did 
this for one semester, show- 
ing interest in his work but 
not pushing him. Ills interest 
lessened r a t h e r than in. 
creased. * & £ 


The real key to this boy's 


inadequate performance is 
from his mother's letter: 


"He makes passing grades, 


but it is not because of what 
he puts on his papers. I have 
never seen a paper on any 
subject that he did every- 
thing correctly, even if It 
were only to copy something. 
He spells simply terribly on 
paper. Aloud he is a good 
speller. He knows his multi- 
plication t a b l e s perfectly. 
This should be his easiest 
subject, yet he just passes it. 
His handwriting is not even 
legible most of the time." 


It should be evident from 


the above that the boy failed 
to master the middle "R", 
that is, handwriting! 


Without handwriting skill,

Instead, the United States 
has proposed selling 28.9 00 
tons of surplus tin this year. 
The calculated world short­ 
age is about 14,000 tons, so 
that the sale of 28,000 tons — 
double the shortage — is 
bound to depress prices. If, 
on the other hand, the United 
States sold only 14,000 tons 
from its stockpile — j u s t 
enough to meet the world 
shortage — prices would sta­ 
bilize at around $1.80 p e r 
pound. This is a price which 
can bring prosperity to Bo­ 
livia. 
Indonesia, 
Thailand 
and Malaysia. 
A lowr price for tin helps 
U.S. Steel and the big steel 
users here at home; 
also 
helps Johnson’s balance of 
payments. On the o t h e r 
hand, Indonesia buys 25 per 
cent of all its foreign goods 
from the United States while 
Bolivia buys 75 per c e n t.

Amedeo Avogadro, the au­ 
thor of a principle that has 
become a basic concept in 
chemistry, was born in 1776 
in Turin, Italy. For m a n y 
years he was professor of 
physics 
at 
the 
university 
there. He died in Turin in 
1856. 
To the person who is not 
familiar with the name of 
Avogadro, he can best be de­ 
scribed as the man who first 
made clear the distinction 
between atom and molecule. 
John Dalton, the brilliant 
English scientist, had said in 
1804 that chemical elements 
are made up of individual 
particles or atoms.

Dalton found that atoms of 
one 
sort 
will 
combine 
in 


m a t h e m a t i c a l propor­ 
tion with atoms of o t h e r 
sorts to produce certain com­ 
pounds. Water is a simple 
example well-known to ev- 
eryon. It is a combination 
of 
hydrogen 
and 
oxygen 


atoms. 


☆ ☆ ☆ 
Avogadro 
guessed 
that 
pure elements rarely exist as 
such 
in 
nature. 
That 
is, 
m asses of single atoms rare­ 
ly exist. Instead, they exist 
in molecular combinations. 
In the case of water, he 
found that one atom of oxy­ 
gen would combine with two 
atoms of hydrogen to f o r m 
water. Hence, the familiar 
H20. 


When the weight of these 
atoms was compared, it was 
found that oxygen was 16 
times heavier than hydro­ 
gen. Since hydrogen is t h e 
lightest known element, 
it 
was given the atomic weight 
of 1. Oxygen and other ele­ 
ments were assigned weights 
in relation to that of hydro- 


gen. Thus oxygen’s atomic 
weight is 16. 
It was Avogadro who in­ 
troduced this concept of the 
basic molecule. He and Dal­ 
ton worked with gases. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
The word molecule, taken 
from the Latin word f o r 
mass, is defined in chemis­ 
try and physics as the small­ 
est part of a substance that 
can exist independently as a 
gas. 
In 
determining 
atomic 
w e i g h t s, the fundamental 
method was based on Avo- 
gadro’s dictum that e q u a l 
volumes of any two gases at 
the same temperature a n d 


pressure contain the sam e 
number of molecules. This 
was found to be true of gases 
such as oxygen, nitrogen, hy­ 
drogen 
and 
helium 
and 
“ practically true” for gases' 
made up of more than one 
kind of atom. 
It can be seen that t h e , 


work of Avogadro with that 
of Dalton, Lavoisier and oth­ 
er great chemists of the 17th 
and 18th centuries was a ba­ 
sic building block of the mod­ 
ern 
science 
of 
chemistry. 
Onh a few years after Avo- 
grado’s death, the Russian 
chemist 
Mendeleev 
pub­ 
lished his table of elements 
based on atomic weights.

Three R's Still Keys To Education 


A New Menace 
For some time now psychologists have 
used a drug called LSD. They have used 
it with a great deal of care and only spar­ 
ingly. It induces hallucinations in an expan­ 
sion of consciousness, Scientifically it can 
be a help in the treatment of the emotion­ 
ally maladjusted. 
A chemist would call tshe drug d-lyserg- 
ic acid diethylamide. They say it is easy to 
make. At any rate this drug has escaped 
from restrained scientific hands. One re­ 
sult, a little girl unwittingly ate a cube of 
sugar which had been treated with one 
drop of LSD. She died shortly in a wild 
mental state. A student who had been tak­ 
ing medical courses went on a three day 
LSD binge. When it was over he was in jail 
for killing his mother-in-law. He says he 
was unaware of what had gone on. 
The New York Times says that now high 


school 
students 
LSD, when no 
are 
making their own 
one is looking, in school 
chemical laboratories. 
The new plague is extending rapidly. 
The New Jersey Assembly passed a m eas­ 
ure last week to make the illegal manufac­ 
ture sale or use of LSD unlawful. The bill 
is expected to pass the senate without dif­ 
ficulty. The New York legislature is cur­ 
rently working on a law against illegal sale, 
use or manufacture of the drug under penal­ 
ty of a $1,000 fine and prison terms ranging 
from 7 to 10 years. 
Investigation in this area has yet to 
find any, or at least no serious, difficulty 
with the drug. It is something dreadful the 
future holds for us. But we can be fore­ 
warned, we hope sufficiently, to permit it 
to remain in the hands of careful and com­ 
petent physicians, where it belongs.

A child who fails to mas- 
tef any one of the 3 R ’s may 
do badly in ail subjects as a 
result. 
It is often just one area 
that needs bolstering. An ex­ 
ample of the problems faced 
by pupils and parents in this 
respect follows : 
A reader reorts that her 
10-year-old has never shown 
any great interest in learn­ 
ing. His only interests are 
playing, sports, hunting; in 
short, having fun 
His parents were divorced 
Just 
as 
he 
was 
starting 
school, which may have had 
some effect on his getting 
off to a poor start. I.Q. tests 
show him to be above aver­ 
age in mtelllgence. 
At the beginning of the 
fifth grade, his mother re­ 
married and she reports that 
home life is now congenial 
and happy for all involved, 
including the boy. 
However, even with a hap­ 
pier home life, he shows still 
less interest in learning. The 
school psychologist suggest- 


ed the mother leave his study 
habits up to him. She did 
this for one semester, show­ 
ing interest in his work but 
not pushing him. His interest 
lessened r a t h e r than in­ 
creased. 
☆ & ☆ 
The real key to this boy’s 
inadequate 
performance is 
from his mother’s letter: 
“ He makes passing grades, 
but it is not because of what 
he puts on his papers. I have 
never seen a paper on any 
subject that he dkl every­ 
thing correctly, even if it 
were only to copy something. 
He spells simply terribly on 
paper. Aloud he is a good 
speller. He knows his multi­ 
plication t a b l e s perfectly. 
This should be his easiest 
subject, yet he just passes it. 
His handwriting is not even 
legible most of the time.” 
It should be evident from 
the above that the boy failed 
to master the middle “ R” , 
that is, handwriting! 
Without handwriting skill, 
it is impossible for him to 
spell as he writes or to keep 


his mind on the arithmetic 
problem he is attempting to 
solve on paper—even though 
he has mastered these op- 
erations as separate skills. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
No amount of urging that 
he concentrate on his work 
and pay attention to his spell­ 
ing will be of avail until he 
learns to write. Rather than 
dwell upon his emotional up­ 
set at the beginning of his 
school 
life 
or 
upon 
t h e 
school’s failure to insist that 
he practice handwriting, he 
should be given sufficient ex­ 
ercises in writing to remedy 
the situation once and for 
all. 
This boy should be shown 
how' to improve his hand­ 
writing, and home and school 
should cooperate in seeing 
that he works at it diligently. 
Help in overcoming a n y 
discrepancy in the mastery 
of fundamentals is more ef­ 
fective in the 
solution of 
school problems than 
any 
kind of pressure or any num­ 
ber of rewards.

WASHINGTON - To get 
some idea of what it means

America’s 
Civil 
War. 
While this analogy is far 
from exact, it suggests the 
overwhelming difficulties in 
the way of holding anything 
like a fair election which 
would express the will of a 
majority of the South Viet­ 
namese 
people. The blood 
hatreds, the tribal and re­ 
ligious feuds go so deeply, 
that a choice made through 
the ballot box must seem all 
but impossible. 
The Viet Cong have re­ 
peatedly practiced the most 
savage 
reprisals, 
shooting 
down in village after village 
not only men but women and 
c h i l d r e n . Terrorism has 
killed or maimed far more 
innocent 
Vietnamese 
than 


military or other forces en­ 
gaged in the war. 
American b o m b i n g in 
South Viet Nam has without 
doubt alienated many pea­ 
sants and their families. Al­ 
though the total of civilian 
casualties is hard to come 
by, it is far larger than the 
official figures. The indis­ 
criminate use of napalm has 
done fearful harm to indi­ 
viduals and to whole vil­ 
lages.

As a 
partner in the war and in 
the search for peace, the 
United States must do every­ 
thing possible to try to see 
that a reasonably fair elec­ 
tion is held. In that light, 
a proposal by Senator Albert 
Gore, 
a Tennessee Demo­ 
crat, deserves serious con­ 
sideration. 
Gore proposed in a speech 
on the Senate floor that the 
United States join with South 
Viet Nam in calling for a 
cease fire for a two-week 
period 
leading 
up 
to 
the 
election. Obviously elections 
cannot be held, except in 
very limited areas, if the 
f i g h t i n g 
goes on. The 
chances for a cease fire, as 
other senators pointed out, 
are virtually zero.

such an appeal, this would 
be evidence that they^ do 
not want free elections. Gora 
noted that ha had been the

The monsoons of the past 


for the most part have "pre- 
vented allied forces hi Viet 
Nam from dropping reinforce- 
ments by helicopter, running 
in artillery and generally 
tearing up any part of t h e 
jungles or paddles t h e y 
choose. 


Biggest Weapon 


It is traditional for the Viet 


Cong to initiate 
offensives 


when the monsoons arrive. 
They are convinced the rains, 
the heavy fogs at trcetpp level 
and the generally miserable 
•weather deprive the Amer- 
icans on their biggest weapon 
... air mobility. 


For more than a jcar, the 


U.S. helicopter teams working 
within a radius of 100 miles 
of Saigon have been using the 
British-perfected Decca sys- 
tem. It seems to have passed 
its tests. The system enables 
a helicopter pilot to know pre- 
cisely where he Is at any time 
with n \isual chart, permit- 
ting him to set the chopper 
don n where he chooses. 


The U.S. Army has signed 


a multimillion-dollar contract 
to extend the system through- 
out South Viet Nam. Sixty 
civilian engineers, about half 
American and half British, 
are installing the extension 
halfway up the central coastal 
plains "in order to guarantee 
accurate coverage to the bor- 
der of North Viet Nam and 
even further north. 


The U.S. 1st Air Cavalry 


Division, the most mobile unit 
in American military history, 
is eagerly awaiting the com- 
pletion of the system before 
the rains fall. The cavalry 
wants to use it in all of its 450 
helicopters which carry men 
and guns to t r o u b l e spots.

Not Exactly New 


The Decca system is n o t 


exactly new. It was invented 
by two Americans who failed 
to find a buyer In the United 
States and went to London. 
The Decca Co., which until 
then had manufactured only 
records, accepted the idea. It 
was simply this: 


Establish a system of radio 


signals from the ground. In- 
stall In an aircraft a map of 
the terrain. The signals poor 
Into a computer. The com. 
puter translates them Into the 
map which Is patted to a 
drum .attached to the dash- 
board. A moving pen follows 
the signals and shows the pi- 
lot exactly where he stands 
according to that map, even 
down to such details as being 
over a soccer field, or over a 
special landing zone, or a 
canal, or a river. 


This is claiming a lot for 


the screen on a helicopter. 
But Derek Blake, Viet Nam 
area manager for Decca, says 
the system works with such 
accuracy that troops moving 
around in choppers will have 
bad news for the Viet Cong. 


Blake, a Londoner, says the 


hard job is to do the map 
correctly. This takes a long 
time. It must be charted and 
surveyed and checked again 
and again. 


Two Main'Chains' 


When the coastal plain con- 


trol station is completed, this 
will p r o v i d e two main 
chains" in Viet Nam. Each 


of the two chains has four 
ground stations pumping up 
the radio signals which feed 
the computers and keep the 
"finger" moving on the map. 


From each of the two con- 


trol stations, the m e t h o d 
maintains accuracy as far as 
300 miles, Decca sajs. 


Intimate details of just how 


the thing works are classified. 
The original idea is a genera- 
tion old. It was used on ship- 
ping during the Normandy in- 
vasion in June, 1944. Some 
U.S. Navy ships are using it 
now off South Viet Nam in 
plotting and m a p p i n g the 
coast. Blake says the 1966 ver- 
sion compares with the 1944 
version about like a Thunder- 
chief jet bomber compares

Criticism still persists on 


the question of what consti- 
tutes n fair profit, especially 
in an cm of rising prices. 
And, as far as the public Is 
concerned, top level person- 
nel working for government 
compare favorably with lead- 
ers in private business. 


People believe that the fed- 


eral government is a key ele- 
ment in keeping the economy 
balanced through its taxing, 
spending and regulatory pow- 
ers. In a broad sense, then, 
it is fair to conclude that the 
underlying notion of Keyne- 
sian economics—of govern- 
ment seeking to maintain sta- 
bility and steady growth of an 
essentially privately run sys- 
tem—meets with general ap- 
proval.

lem. 


No Offense Meant 


Couve de Murville insisted 


that France had no Intention 
of offending the United States 
either by the NATO stand or 


in converting dollars to gold. 


The foreign minister re- 


sponded in writing to a series 
of questions submitted by the 
Associated Press.

The second major division, 


Bail said, would be "four—or 
even five if needed—state col- 
leges for baccalaureate and 
masters degrees." 


Next, he called for "four, 


six, eight or more regional 
J u n i o r and community col 
leges for freshmen and soph- 
omores and adults . . . ap- 
propriately located in t h e 
state." 


He said that these should 


have "a minimum of 160-75 
million assessed valuation and 
600 to 800 full-time students."

GETS ANOTHER TRY AT DRAKE 


Lawrence, Kan. 
—Kansas 
f r e s h m a n Jim Ryun. the 
amazing teen-age miler, tried 
to break his own American 
record Saturday at the 41st 
Kansas Relays but missed by 
one-half second with a 3:55.8 
time and settled for the fast­ 
est mile in the world this year. 
So what will he do for an 
encore at the Drake Relays 
Saturday after his third sub- 
four minute clocking in o n e 
week? 
Ryun, as usual, is making 
no p redictions. His coach, Rob 
Timmons, 
reiterated 
t h a t 
Jim ’s goal this year is the Na­ 
tional AAU in June and the 
Russian meet in July. This 
means he will continue hard 
training. Any letup now for 
the sake of a good time would 
mean reaching his p eak too 
soon. 
R yu n didn’t announce he 
was shooting Saturday for the 
American m ark of 3:55.3 he 
set at the National AAU last 
June. That information came 
from team m ate Tom Yergo- 
vich, his p acer the first two 
lap s. 
“ Let’s say I’m satisfied,” 
Ryun said. “ This is the first 


time I’ve had a p acer and 
Tom did a fine job. It went 
just as we p lanned. 
“ I felt strong at the end, 
which indicates I might have 
run faster.” 
He was only 2.2 seconds off 
the world record. The track 
was in good shap e after crew­ 
men worked seven hours fol­ 
lowing a heavy overnight rain. 
Ryun, who will be 19 next 
Friday, shared honors w i t h 
Rice, winner of three relay 
crowns. The Glenn Cunning­ 
ham Mile was among eight 
meet r e c o r d s , including a 
sizzling 3:07.4 mile relay by 
Rice which was anchored by 
Jim Ellington in 46.1. T h e 
Owls just missed new m arks 
with a 40.7 in the 440-relay 
and 1:23.8 in the 8 8 0-relay. 
Oklahoma S t a t e ’ s John 
Perry was a distant second to 
Ryun in voting for the most 
outstanding p erformer. 
Perry 
anchored 
the 
two- 
mile team to a 7:22.8 , best in 
the nation this year, with a 
1:49 .2 half, ran a 1:48 .8 for 
the 
winning 
sp rint 
medley 
team and a 47 flat for the 
mile relay quartet, which was 
timed in a fast 3:09 .4. 


Kansas set records in the 
distance medley and four-mile 
events, with John Lawson run­ 
ning 4:03 and 4:05.6 anchor 
miles. Team m ate Lowell Paul 
won the distance medley with 
his 2:56.8 three-quarter mile 
and Lawson stood off Kansas 
State’s C o n r a d Nightingale 
who ran 4:02.1. Paul also had 
relay carries of 4:08 .1, 1.50.4 
and 48 .3. 
The K a n s a s times were 
9 :41.3 in the distance mfedley, 
16:36.8 in the four-mile, sec­ 
ond and first in the nation this 
year, resp ectively. 
Other meet m arks Saturday 
included a 6-9Y4 high jum p by 
Missouri’s Steve Herndon and 
50-9 % trip le jump by John 
Vernon of Southern Illinois.

Gloria Adams, who attended 


the Denver project, said the 
most interesting and enjoyable 
part was "talking to the peo- 
ple of the district themselves. 
They were so w a r m and 
friendly," she said. 


Miss Boyd noted that It pro- 


vided a different outlook on 
Negro and other low-Income 
gbettoes. "It enabled us to see 
the situation through the eyes 
of the people who live there," 
she pouted out. 


John Shreckmger and Jo 


Ellen Williams, two of the 
students who journeyed to 
Mississippi, 
were 
similarly 


enthused. This was Jo Ellen's 
second such trip. Two years 
ago she had traveled to a 
similar project in Virginia. 


"We spent our whole time 


on v o t e r 
registrations," 


Shreckinger said. "We car- 
ried around sample forms, 
and we showed them how to 
fill them out." 


Many Hesitant 


"Many of them were hes- 
itant," he pointed out. "This 
was mostly due to the fact that 
it was new to them." 
! 


"It was often hard to tell 


whether we were really get 
ting through to them," he 
said. "But when you could 
be sure, It gave you a great 
feeling." 


"I'm glad I went," he laid. 


"I gueis there are a lot of 
problems that you can't clear 
up right away, bat this Is 
proof that there are things 
that can be done to help." 


Miss Williams felt that the 


two most striking parts of the 
trip were the personal reallza 
Uon of the tremendous con- 
trast between the Negro'and 
the whites IP Mississippi and 
the actual experience of liv- 
ing witl\ and talking to the 
people they were bring to 
help. 


She stressed that she felt 


that much of the Negro's prob- 
lem is the lack of Negro 
pride. "The liberals have 
tried to pretend that the color 
of their skin is no different 
than anyone else's," she said. 


Not Color-Bllnd 


"But the Negroes are black, 


and people aren't color-blind. 
There's no sense denying the 
obvious," she said. "The Ne- 
gro must realize that there's 
value and dignity within his 
own race. They must be proud 
of it." 


"The Negro is being held 


under a system in the South 
now which treats them as 
children. The liberals are re- 
3lacing it, but they're replac- 
ing this exploiting power with 


themnelvea, and the Negro Is 
still being treated as a child," 
she pointed out. 


"ProJecU like t b e i e are 


only a imall part of the work 
to be done," she laid. "But 
the movement needs to be 
supported on the 'cutting 
edge'. This Is the kind of work 
which 
organizations l i k e 


SNCC have been providing." 


"It's 
a wonderful exper- 


ience, and I guess it was In 
spiring, but it's a lot of hard 
work down there, and that's 
all it's going to be for quite 
a while." 


A common theme through- 


out all the students' com- 
ments was that they wished 
more people could attend such 
projects. 
As Miss B o y d 


pointed out, "You can't really 
understand a problem like this 
until you see it first-hand."

Both projects were spon- 
sored by the national “ Y ” and 
included students f r o m col­ 
leges across the country. “ The 
projects were an experiment 
for both us and the ‘Y%” said 
Carol Boyd. “ But I think they 
proved to be successful for 
everybody concerned.”

in the low-income Five Points 
iarea, was not c o n c e r n e d 
totally with voter registration. 
An important part of the proj­ 
ect was a study of civic roles,

' income sections. 
People ‘Friendly’ 
Gloria Adams, who attended 
the Denver project, said the 
most interesting and enjoyable 
part was “ talking to the peo­ 
ple of the district themselves. 
They were so w a r m and 
friendly,” she said. 
Miss Boyd noted that it pro­ 
vided a different outlook on 
Negro and other low-income 
ghettoes. “ It enabled us to see 
the situation through the eyes 
of the people who live there,” 
she pointed out. 
John Shreckinger and Jo 
Ellen Williams, two of t h e 
students who journeyed to 
Mississippi, 
were 
similarly 
enthused. Tliis was Jo Ellen’s 
second such trip. Two years 
ago she had traveled to a 
similar project in Virginia. 
“ We spent our whole time 
on 
v o t e r 
registrations,” 
Shreckinger said. “ We car­ 
ried around sample forms, 
and we showed them how to 
; fill them out.” 
Many Hesitant 
“ Many of them were hes- 
litant,” he pointed out. “ This 
I was mostly due to the fact that 
it was new to them.” 
“ It was often hard to tell 


whether we were really get­ 
ting through to them,” he 
said. “ But when you could 
be sure, it gave you a great 
feeling.” 
“ I’m glad I went,” he said. 
I guess there are a lot of 
problems that you can’t clear 
up right away, but this is 
proof that there are things 
that can be done to help.” 
Miss Williams felt that the 
two most striking parts of the 
trip were the personal realiza­ 
tion of the tremendous con­ 
trast between the Negro and 
the w'hites in Mississippi and 
the actual experience of liv­ 
ing witfl and talking to the 
people they were trying to 
help. 
She stressed that she felt 
that much of the Negro’s prob­ 
lem is the lack of Negro 
pride. “ The liberals 
h a v e 
tried to pretend that the color 
of their skin is no different 
than anyone else’s,” she said. 
Not Color-Blind 
“ But the Negroes are black, 
and people aren’t color-blind. 
There’s no sense denying the 
obvious,” she said. “The Ne­ 
gro must realize that there’s 
value and dignity within his 
own race. They must be proud 
of it.”

Of course, there is a differ- 


ence between value and price. 
Value has to do with intrinsic 
book realities and long term 
considerations. Price is mere- 
ly the common meeting place 
between forces of supply and 
demand. 


At first blush, some might 


assume that the discount re- 
flects pessimism concerning 
the future prospects of the en- 
terprise. Apparently the man- 
agement does not share any 
such gloom. On the contrary, 
in its printed report of the 
annual meeting, it said: "One 
indication 
of our thinking 


(concerning prospects 
f o r 


business and stock market) is 
the amount of the corpora- 
tion's funds invested in com- 
mon stocks. On March 2, 1966, 
93.5% of the corporation's as- 
sets are invested in common 
stocks, slightly less than the 
95.1% 
invested in such stocks 


at the end of 1963. Our invest- 
ment policy is long range and 
we feel optimistic about bus!

conditions and stock 


prices over a reasonably long 
period." 


Corporate management Is 


not infallible, and stockhold 
ers are entitled only to sin 
cere and competent exercise 
of judgment — not to a risk 
less adventure. In making 
present decisions about future 
trends, management assumes 
risk. In a disclaimer of Infal 
llbillty, Lehman Corporation, 
when asked about getting rid 
of one of Its assets, frankly 
revealed: "As It turned out 
the sale of our holdings of 
Saunders Associates, Inc. was 
premature. This was, ol 
course, an error of'Judgment 
—perhaps tbe moit serious 
error in timing we made last 
year." 


The whole matter recalls 


the reluctance of the elder 
John D. Rockefeller to give 
stock market tips. W h e n 
pressed, he would demur, 
saying: "In handling my own 
funds, my Judgment has been 
so fallible that I wouldn't 
want It on my conscience 
that I had presumed to advise 
others." Poor fallible man 
only accumulated a billion 
dollar fortune!

This column likes to direct

Of course, there is a differ­ 
ence between v alue and price. 
Value has to do with intrinsic 
book realities and long term 
considerations.
